where trained men can be obtained to 
do the worn, is found to be the more 
satisfactory. 
This treatm ent consists 
of the injecting of serum and virus at 
the same time. 
It produces a more 
lasting immunity, usually for life, al­ 
though some animals have been known 
to become infected after six months. 
Tht percentage of loss by this method 
is greater than the loss by the serum 
alone method used 
in 
non infected 
herds, but when taking into considera­ 
tion the fact that many owners of 
hogs forgot, or do not even know that 
serum alone produces only a tem por­ 
ary immunity and consequently ani- I 
mais after a certain length of time 
again 
become 
susceptible, and 
in 
many cases do become infected, you 
will see that this results in a percen­ 
tage of loss g reater than the initial 
loss of the simultaneous treatm ent. 
The serum alone treatm ent when used j 
in the herd immediately after cholera 
appears usually gives good results,

specially trained men woo know tm* 
dangers in handling virus and cai 
from the history and diagnosis intelli­ 
gently judge as to w'hat treatm ent to 
administer. 
Careless handling of vi- , 
rug may result in permanently infect- f 
ing a heretofore cholera free terri­ 
tory. 
The advantage,- of serum alone j 
are the lack of danger and expense. J 
When accompanied by a syringe and 
mstauctiuns for the administering of 
the same, serum can be sent to a far­ 
med of ordinary intelligence with good 
results, but fie must be informed as to 
the length of temporary immunity pro* 
duced by this method, sa* that he can 
have his herds re -inoculated after the 


immunity runs out. 
A double method is sennet tine" used, 
wi tch consists of first giving the ani­ 
mal swrurn alone, followed a w# *k la 
ter with the -lmultaneous treatment.
